Tbe history of mankind es- 
tablishes the truth of the position re- 
specting freedom of the people and 
the means of their oppression. When 
the people are under oppression labor 
is also subject to it. The terms people 
Bud labor have the same meaning 
when under the dominion of condi 
tions that abridge freedom, which is 
oppression.

States is Urpely against itself because 
it is ia opposition to freedom of the 
masse?. Its support of the Republi- 
can party since it has became a pro 
motPr of imperialism and the domin 
ion of trusts is work expended to en- 
slave itself by depriving the people or 
any part of the human family of free 
dow. The industrial slaves of the

vania till the trouble at "Wardner ii. 
Idaho, which waa perhaps one of the 
moat terrible exhibitions of malice 
that the world has known against an 
offending and innocent people. 


The only thing there is io history 


for a comparison is the aooount given 
of tue work of Herod when be sent nut 
his messengers to kill the children of the 
Jews from two ye'irs old and under to 
be sure of securing the death of Christ 
when he was a rl.ild. In organized 
labor there is hope there may be a 
futare to labor tbat is not known at 
this time, for the relief of the op- 
pressed against the machinations of 
enemies of mankind. In it there is 
opportunity to devise some process or 
maans to maintain free schools, a free 
press, free speech sod a free ballot-

the lowest bidder" Is the way that a 
local building contractor would have 
the closing sentence road in advertise- 
ments for bids ou any particular job. 
While speaking of the matter recently 
this same contractor said that if the 
truth were known nine out of ten of 
the lowest bids made are made through 
a mistake in the calculations of the 
bidder. 


'If the contractor who gets the job 


was aware that his bid is oftentimes 
f 1,000 below that of the one next above 
him, and this on a comparatively small 
job, ho would immediately institute a 
Bearch and find where he had made 
the mistake, thus having an opportu- 
nity of failing to qualify to complete 
the job. This privilege is often denied 
the bidder, however, and he gets well 
along with his work before the fact 
dawns upon him that he is on a losing 
venture. It is then too late to go back 
en the job, and the result is that tho 
party who Is doing the building and 
the contractors also are losers, and this 
because of tho natural Inclination ot 
the contractor to shirk in order not to 
lose any more than he is absolutely 
obliged to in order to get out on the 
bad deal. 


"These mistakes are not ouly disas- 


trous to the parties immediately con- 
cerned, but to the trade In general, aa 
by the error of the unlucky bidder an* 
other worthy contractor is unable to 
get the work at reasonable figures. 
Give the work to the next to the low- 
est bidder, I believe to be a good gen- 
eral rule."—Omaha World-Herald.
